BOOKSELLERS IN OLD TIMES, AND BOOKSELLERS NOW. 


In all things there is progress. As the worid gets older it becomes 
wiser. Its channels of trade and commerce, and its intellectual growth 
and strength widen and increase in corresponding ratio. We no longer 
are compelled to delve, as our forefathers did, into deep and dusty re- 
cesses, to find the records of the wise men; our theology is not cramped 
within walls, into which the light of day never by any possibility enters ; 
nor is the last new issue of the press fastened to some convenient pillar 
in a dusky hall, confined by a chain that no one dares to break, and so 
kept away from popular use and popular enjoyment. Thought, word, 
action, and enterprise are free ; and it is not the least of the triumphs of 
civilization that the press may speak when, where, and as it pleases. 
Like all other classes in the community, that numerous and now influ- 
ential body which furnishes the fit clothing for the thoughts of the great 
writers, and decks them out in resplendent gilt and purple, has improved 
upon its first attempts. Where long lines of well-filled shelves now 
stand, where the plate-glass window is decorated with tempting heaps 
of rich and valuable works, and where thousands of dollars annually 
pass back and forth in the transaction of a lucrative and honorable line 
of trade, there was once nothing but the most humble beginnings. And 
still further back in the history of the book trade, there was no oppor- 
tunity whatever for the exercise of a spirit of enterprise and the exhibi- 
tion of the industry which now animates authors, publishers, readers, 
and keeps great presses busily plying, from day to day and from year to 
year, with the speed of steam. 

It has been well said by Macaulay, that from the day on which the 
emancipation of our Literature was accomplished, the purification of our 
Literature began. ‘“ During a hundred and sixty years,” he adds, “ the 
liberty of our press has been constantly becoming more and more en- 
tire; and during those hundred and sixty years the restraint imposed on 
writers by the general feeling of readers has been constantly becoming 
more and more strict; love-songs, comedies, novels, have become more 
decorous than the sermons of the seventeenth century.” There was a 
time when it was ordered that no book should be published in England 
except in London, Oxford or Cambridge; there was a licensing act ; 
there was a censorship; but of all these bars and restrictions English 
literature has got rid, and the American never knew seriously what it 
was to experience them. 

Two centuries only have passed since the making and selling of books 
began to form a distinct, or in any way an important branch of the 
business pursuits of men who spoke the English tongue. During four- 
teen years which elapsed from 1666 to 1680, the whole number of books 
printed in England was 3550. Out of this small aggregate, so fierce was 
the war of religious controversy in those days, not less than 947 were 
works on divinity—or nearly one thousand out of 3500 upon subjects in 








dispute which could have possessed only a partial and limited and cer- 
tainly an evanescent interest. Four hundred and twenty of the number 
were books on law, and one hundred and fifty on physic—so that the 
great majority of the publications upon which our great-great-grand- 
fathers regaled their intellects from 1666 to 1680 were not such as we, 
their great-great-grandchildren, peremptorily demand for our instruc- 
tion, edification, and daily amusement. We want miscellaneous litera- 
ture; they demanded the solid meat; we demand art and science, and 
romance and poetry—they, only controversial sermons and tracts, solemn 
works which imparted an odor of sanctity to him that read and him 
that sold them. But this was only during a given period, and the 
average was only 250 new books per annum; times changed, the poets 
had their day, and although Paradise Lost had a narrow escape from 
the loss of its principal beauties through the mad jealousy of the powers 
of the censorship, still the world who read in English began to read 
faster, and booksellers began to abound and flourish, It is narrated that 
in the fire of London in 1666, the booksellers of London, dwelling about 
St. Paul’s, lost stock to the value of £200,000; Everyn declares that 
these books in quires were usually stowed for safe-keeping in the 
vaults of the Cathedral, and in those of the neighboring churches, 

The increase in the number of books annually printed seems to have 
been peculiarly rapid after the reign of Queen Anne. The progress 
which we are required to trace through the gradually developing chan- 
nels of trade and enterprise, indicates pretty clearly that the growth took 
place somewhat in the following way :—The embryo was the occasional 
issue of a news-letter, a small sheet in manuscript, which contained all 
the news of the day which the transcriber was not too indolent to pro- 
cure, and which was presently worn out, became illegible, and so was 
cast away and was seen no more; that next in order came the printed 
news-letter, sometimes under one name and sometimes under another, 
as fancy prompted; that this was occasionally published and sold at as 
cheap a figure as possible, but which would seem dear enough to us who 
enjoy cheap newspapers and plenty of them, and that it was followed 
in due course by the serial publications of the Spectator School, and these 
again by the school of the Gentleman’s Magazine, an issue which, begin- 
ning in 1781, or precisely a century and a quarter ago, has inaugurated 
that vast class of periodical Magazine literature which to-day is one of 
the most prominent literary features of English and American cotempo- 
rary history. A newspaper-reading community do not read the papers 
only; for the taste for one leads to the selection of a class of reading 
which is not ephemeral but lasting, and just as the first regular printing 
was the publication of newspapers, so the printing and publication of 
books and papers have grown and strengthened together ; a newspaper 
reader must have his book, and the book-worm reads the papers, if for 
nothing else than to see what they say of books. 

Thirty years after Caxton introduced printing into England, it was 
begun in Scotland, and in Edinburgh it is now one of the most impor- 
tant,of all the branches of trade that are carried on in that metropolis. 
The establishment of the Messrs, CuamsBers stands as the representative 
of the class; and perhaps no single house in Great Britain is able to 
show an equal amount with this concern of works issued for years past 
for the peculiar use and improvement of the masses of the people ; their 
Information for the People, Edinburgh Journal, Chambers’ Miscellanies, 
&c., are well known to have enjoyed remarkable sales, due undoubtedly 
both to the excellence of the works themselves, and thé extraordinarily 
cheap rate at which they have been issued. In Ireland, printing was 
unpractised before the year 1700, and there are few prominent book- 
making or book-selling establishments in that island this day. 
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The first printing-press established in America was set up.at Cam_ 
bridge, Massachusetts, in the year 1638. The first work issued was 
The Freeman’s Oall,” and the second was the first number of the old 
New England Almanac; the New England Version of the Psalms was 
soon after published in an octavo of 300 pages, and then books began to 
multiply from presses which had been established in Boston, Philadel- 
phia, and New York—yet it is recorded that in 1700 there were only four 
printing-presses in all the colonies, and it was not until many years af- 
terwards, nor indeed until the commencement of this century, that the 
art of book-making came to be considered as a pursuit which demands 
skill and taste, as well as capital and hard labor. 

We have already shown, in former articles in this paper, that the 
growth of the book-trade keeps pace with the advance of civilization, 
and that the latter is never complete without the admixture of that lite- 
rary taste which shapes and governs the minds of the reading public; 
for a reading public is just as essential a part of a civilized society as the 
railroads and telegraphs, without;which we could not persuade ourselves 
that living is possible. From humble beginnings in the mother coun- 
try, and from the most modest first attempt here, our trade in books 
has reached a position in which it governs millions of capital, furnishes 
employment to thousands of hands, and keeps busily engaged the brain 
of the diligent authors who to-day are improvising something new and 
extraordinary for announcement upon the bulletins of next week. That 
the trade is prospering is manifest by a number of indications, none of 
which can be mistaken. One is the present lack of those appeals to 
claptrap excitement that old Roger North uttered his complaint against: 
“The booksellers,” said he, “crack their brains to find out selling sub- 
jects, and keep hirelings in garrets on hard meat,”—a thing which no 
bookman in these days, we will be bound, finds it at all necessary to do; 
for, if anything, the positions are reversed, and non-selling authors 
sometimes prove too much for the strength of the good-humored pub- 
lisher; there will be unsaleable books, that even a hungry reading pub- 
iic will not buy, and there is only cause for thankfulness that there 
are no more of them. Another evidence of the fact to which we 
alluded is discernible in the care that is exercised by the publishers in 
adapting their new issues to the popular taste, (not always, as we have 
hinted, with entire success, but in the main usually so,) as well asin the 
remarkable pains bestowed upon the adornment of their publications, in 
the care that is taken to procure the finest of paper, the clearest of type, 
the best ink and pasteboard, and muslin and gold-leaf, and experienced 
workmen. To take down from our shelves, as we did to-day, a rusty 
volume of Buffon, printed in London, in what was the finest style of the 
art at the heel of the last century, and to compare its coarse-grained 
paper and faded ink with the pure tints and superb bindings of the last 
issues from the presses of our great publishing houses, was to be remind- 
ed simply that the world has got along bravely of late years, and that 
not the least brave of all its movements is that which is upturning old 
notions of men’s wants and putting in their place such visible signs of 
improvement as those of which we are irresistibly reminded by the 
hasty comparison of the old and the new.

REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 
AMERICAN. 


Messrs. Little, Brown & Co., of Boston, have sent us the new instal- 
ment of their edition of “The British Essayists,” containing six volumes: 
“The Rambler” in three volumes, and “The Guardian” in three. It is 
hardly necessary t6 add, that this edition of the British Essayists, of 
which eighteen volumes are now before the public, is a reprint of that 
edited in England, by Alexander Chalmers, F. 8. A.; a gentleman of 
splendid endowments, accomplishments, and scholarship. The Ameri- 
can edition is issued in an uniform style with that of * The British Poets,” 
which has already achieved so enviable a reputation for this House, The 
value of the text is much enhanced by the addition of excellent biograph- 
ical notices, and critical and illustrative notes. The writings of men 
ike Addison, Stecle, Johnson, Pope, Hughes, and Swift, will be read 





with profound interest and respect, by men of learning and culture, ‘so 
long as language exists. A valuable contribution to American State 
History is a book just published by Messrs. Barnes & Co., entitled: “Tho 
Early History of Michigan, from the First Settlement to 1815.” By g, 
M. Sheldon. It is pleasingly written, and contains some well execnteg 
portraits of many of the most distinguished citizens whose names adorn 
the history of that State. The Messrs, Appleton have now ready “ Yap. 
kee Travels through the Island of Cuba; or, The Men and Government, 
the Laws and Customs of Cuba, as seen by American eyes. By Demo- 
ticus Philalethes.” The book is precisely what the title-page will indj- 
cate to every reader—the observations and commentaries of a shrewd 
Yankee upon Cuba, its People, and its Government. The same House 
have published a volume of pleasant sketches, by Miss A. A. Goddard, 
which she has baptized: “Gleanings—Some Wheat—Some Chaff” 
Messrs, John Murphy & Co., of Baltimore, have reprinted “ A Discus, 
sion of the Question—Is the Roman Catholic Religion, in any or in gj] 
its Principles and Doctrines, Inimical to Civil or Religious Liberty ? 
and of the Question—Is the Presbyterian Religion, in any or in all its 
Principles or Doctrines, Inimical to Civil or Religious Liberty? By the 
Rev. John Hughes, of the Roman Catholic Chureh, and the Rev. John 
Breckinridge, of the Presbyterian Church.” Messrs. De Witt & Daven- 
port have published Salad for the Social; by the author of “Salad for 
the Solitary.” The author must have been a man of patience, labor, and 
erudition; for there are a great many excellent papers, full of useful in- 
formation, upon various subjects, in this volume. “ Plu-Ri-Bus-Tah,” 
by the celebrated Q. K. Philander Doesticks, P. B., is a burlesque of 
“ Hiawatha,” but containing capital hits upon the sins of society. It is 
published by Livermore and Rudd. A work which cannot fail of meet- 
ing with the general approbation of that class of readers for which it is 
specially designed, is The Economy of Church, Parsonage and School Ar- 
chitecture, adapted to small Societies and Rural Districts. By Chas. P, 
Dwyer. We have, this week, another contribution to Know Nothing Lit- 
erature, from the press of De Witt & Davenport, in Mr. Thomas R. Whit- 
ney’s “ Defence of the American Policy, as opposed to the encroachments 
of Foreign Influence, and especially to the Interference of the Papacy, 
in the Political Interests and Affairs of the United States.” Mr. Samuel 
French has now ready, ‘The Dramatic Works of John Brougham.” 
Mr. B. is one of the first actors in New York; he is, also, a gentleman 
of literary culture and talents; and the eight Dramas, Comedies and 
Farces in this volume will sufficiently indicate the originality of his 
prose and the exuberance of his wit. Calvin Blanchard has called from 
the dead the celebrated Mary Wolstoncraft, by republishing her 
* Vindication of the Rights of Woman, with strictures on Political and 
Moral Subjects.” An anonymous “ Biographical sketch of the author” 
has been added to this edition. Messrs. Whittemore, Niles & Hall, have 
issued a very clever and readable little volume, entitled, “ Trifleton 
Papers. By Trifle and the Editor.” Franklin Knight, of this city, 
has sent us the premium essay on the characteristics and laws’of Pro- 
phetic Symbols,” by Rev. Edward Winthrop, A.M., of Ohio. Another 
parody on “ Hiawatha ” is “ The Song of Milkanwatha; translated from 
the original Feejee, by Mare Antony Henderson, Cincinnati: Tickell & 
Grinne, Murphy & Co., Baltimore, have published “ First Communicn: 
a Series of Letters to the Young; ” and Dunigan & Brother, “ The 
Young Crusader,”"—A Tale of the Middle Ages; translated from the 
German of Lanterschlager, by a School Sister of Notre Dame. Both of 
these volumes belong to Roman Catholic Literature. 


ANNOUNCEMENTS.—Mr. Henry Clapp, Jr., has been for some time 
engaged in a literal translation of Fourier’s “Destiny of Man,” 
which is soon to be published by De Witt & Davenport in a handsome 
octavo, (price $1 25,) preceded by a Treatise on the Functions of the 
Human Passions, and an exposition of the fundamental principles of 
Fourier’s Social Theory from the pen of Mr. A. Brisbane, his first Amer- 
ican disciple.

FOREIGN. 

EneLanp.—The opinions of English Critics in relation to the merits 
of Mr. Motley’s “ Rise of the Dutch Republic” are various. A reviewer 
in The Westminster praises it in a tone of intemperate extravagance: 
the critic of the Examiner, however, more truly remarks, that, “ it 
unites defects of the most obvious kind with a merit that is sure to win 
cordial recognition ;” and that “the badness and the goodness of the 
book are alike conspicuous.” The writer then adds, that “the author 
of this history, we must not omit to say, is very warm of heart; he is 
a stout republican, tyrannical in judgment against tyranny, and having 
no tolerance at all for the intolerant. Our pitiable Queen Mary is a 
Bloody Mary in his eyes; and the gloomy Philip, * * * * appears here, 
not as he was in his own day, but as he would be if he were a New 
Yorker of the nineteenth century who so could act—a very Satan, with 
whom a holy Michael is shown to be fighting in the person of the Prince 
of Orange.” And again: “ The Dutch, as Frisians, Mr. Motley claime 
as members of the Anglo-Saxon race; (what a learned ethnologist!) 
and the great revolutions of Holland, England, and America, are to him 
but links in a single chain, acts of the same mind.” This kind of his- 
torical fustian reminds one of “ The ship of destiny,” which, according 
to another recent great writer, is “ freighted with the fortunes of man- 
kind.” The Atheneum contains an elaborate review of “ Memoirs of 
the Court, Aristocracy, and Diplomacy of Austria. By Dr. E. Vehse. 
Translated from the German, by Franz Demmler.” The extracts from 
this work which we have read, possess a peculiar historical importance, 
and general interest; and if taken as a fair indication of the merits of 
the book, there can be no valid reason why a reprint of it would not be 
acceptable on this side of the Atlantic. Its anecdotes of Kaunitz are 
very amusing. The. History of Richard Cromwell and the Restoration 
of Charles II.” By M. Guizot. Translated by Andrew R. Scoble, and 
published by Bently, meets with moderate favor. We are told that M. 
Guizot’s strength lies in disquisition, not in narrative; and his work is a 
philosophical study rather than a history ; and that his style, too, is suited 
to his manner: it is cold and statuesque, never weak or flaccid, and never 
warm. The English press literally teems with “ War publications,” all 
of which are merely of interest in “the Mother Country ;” but a work 
of no small interest or merits is “ The European Revolutions of 1848. 
By Edward Stillingfleet Caley.” It has been published by Smith, Elder 
& Co., and few, we think, can read it without being convinced, with 
the great Goethe, that revolutions retard the progress of humanity. A 
new candidate for historical fame has appeared in England, in the person 
of a Mr. James Anthony Fronde, who has recently published two vol- 
umes of “ A History of England from the Fall of Wolsey to the Death 
of Elizabeth.” He is spoken of as being a man “of strong and solid, 
though somewhat angular, intelligence, of wide culture, of philosophic 
spirit, and of thorough independence in his mode of judging of men and 
things.” He entertains some very peculiar views. He maintains that 
the England of the Tudors, the population of which he estimates as hav- 
ing been long stationary at five millions, was a very good England—not 
the England that we would now bring back, even if we could, but pros- 
perous and wisely organized according to the necessities and possibilities 
of the time. The last volumes of “ The Memoirs, Journal and Corre- 
spondence of Thomas Moore,” edited by Lord John Russell, have just 
appeared. And the long-expected “ Signs of the Times,” by Kerl Chris- 
tian Josias Bunsen, was out. Messrs. Smith, Elder & Co. have published 
a curious thing, entitled, “* Who wrote the Waverley Novels?” Being 
an investigation into certain mysterious circumstances attending their 
production, and an inquiry into the literary aid which Sir Walter Scott 
may have received from many persons.

It is prepared on a good plan, 
and seems to be executed with the care which distinguished Mr. Stevens's 
little work “My English Library.” M. Bossange, however, adds some 
slight biographical notes, as well as bibliographical notes, to his lists, so 
that the man is made known to the purchaser of his books, 

Germany.—Dr. Vehse has been sentenced to a month’s imprisonment 
for haying called Herr Bolte, of Mecklenberg, “ the Fouché of Germany,” 

Dr. Jahn of Leipsic has just published a work on the comet of 1556, 
and its impending reappearance. This work which is written in a lucid 
and simple style, is divided into three parts—the first giving an interest- 
ing account of comets in general, thessecond being a history of those 
comets whose return may be expected, and the third an enumeration of 
such comets as have up to this time periodically reappeared. The comet 
now expected is the same which was seen in 1264, and again in 1556, 
It attracted the attention of Melancthon, who wrote fourteen Latin let- 
ters about it addressed to different learned men, from which circumstance 
it has been called the “ Melancthon comet.” 

Another new planet (the fortieth of the small ones) has been discovered 
by M. Goldschmidt, the well known amateur astronomer of Paris; it is 
in the constellation Virgo, and was first seen at Paris on the 81st ult, 
It has since been observed at Altona and Hamburg. 

At Hackel, not far from Halberstadt, many curious antiquities have 
been lately dug up, consisting of funeral urns, instruments of iron, axes 
and keys of flint, with brooches, pins, and ornaments of silver. 

Prof. von der Hagen, at Berlin, is preparing for the press a fifth (or 
supplementary) volume of his excellent edition of the “ Minnesinger” 
(Leipzig, 1838.) An atlas of illustrations, in folio, (of which only a hun- 
dred copies will be printed,) is to accompany the work. 

The celebrated German traveller, J. G. Kohl, has published a new 
volume called “ Reisen in Canada.” An English critic says of him, “ there 
is not a pleasanter traveller than Herr J. G. Kohl, nor has that gentle- 
man produced a pleasanter book than this narrative of a tour through 
Canada and the adjoining States of the Union.
